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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the cited references fail to teach implementing a UDDI registry in an LDAP directory. The Examiner disagrees. As 
explained in the final rejection mailed 2/23/2010, Gadbois teaches a registry service, such as a UDDI business registry (paragraph 21). He 
further teaches that a directory server provides a database storing registry service information (paragraph 23), and that one such directory 
server that can be used is a LDAP directory (paragraphs 24 and 25). Therefore, Gadbois teaches a UDDI registry in a LDAP directory. If 
Applicant continues to argue otherwise, the Examiner suggests providing a detailed explanation as to how the UDDI registry implemented 
in the LDAP directory of Gadbois differs from the claim limitations.
